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Applicant argued on page 2, 3"* and 4*** paragraphs of the Remarks that Dixon and Adiwoso, individually or in combination, fail to teach 
or suggest the recited re-pointing of an antenna, the recited use of a beacon satellite as a temporary default satellite, the recited use of 
the beacon satellite to establish a temporary channel for receiving system parameters used for configuring a user terminal, the Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. 

First, as described on page 3, 1^* paragraph of the last Office action, Dixon teaches determining a direction in which to configure an 
antenna for operation with the satellite upon receiving the obtained azimuth and elevation data (col. 2, lines 32-34). This reads on the 
limitations of re-pointing of an antenna. Second, the non-geostationary satellite as described in col. 6, lines 45-53 is considered by the 
Examiner as a temporary default satellite as it is not as clear as to "temporary default satellite" claimed in lines 6-7 of claim 1 is 
patentably distinct from any other satellites. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references on page 2, 1^^ paragraph of the Remarks, the 
examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the 
claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In 
re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). The motivation to combine Adiwoso with Dixon is described on page 3, 1^* 
and 2"^ paragraphs of the last Office action. The Adiwoso reference is pertinent to creating a dynamic channel between the satellite and 
the hub with which the applicant was concerned because Adiwoso teaches dynamically increasing or decreasing the number of 
transponders/channels as the system requirements demand it. This anticpates the act of "establishing a temporary channel" between the 
hub and the satellite. 

Applicant further argued on page 3, 1®^ paragraph of the Remarks that Dixon fails to teach or suggest the claimed pointing and re- 
pointing. It is noted that Dixon suggests the antenna is initially pointing at a certain azimuth and elevation (col. 2, line 28) and repointing 
the antenna in a direction in which to operate an steerable antenna for operation an the satellite after obtaining the azimuth and elevation 
of the antenna (col. 32-39). Therefore, it anticipates the teaching of "pointing and re-pointing of the antenna." 
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
